TESTING STRENGTH 
OF PANAMA CANAL 


Isthmus Rocked by Earth- 
quake—Buildings Severely 
Shaken, But Little Damage 
Seems to Have Been Done. 


REPORTS FROM CANAL 
INDICATE NO INJURY 


Massive Walls of the Railroad 
Freight House Were Crack- 
ed—Farthquake Threw the 


Residents Into a Panic. 


. Panama, October 4.—Another earth- 
guake occurred on the isthmus at 5:04 
o'clock this afternoon. 


It was almost 
equal in intensity to the shock of 
Wednesday night, Its- duration being 
from 10 to 15 seconds. 


Buildings were severely shaken, but 
apparently no damage was done be- 
yond the falling of plaster and the 
opening of slight fissures 
structures. 


Reports from the canal zone officials 
indicate that neither the locks nor any 
Part of the canal suffered in 
gree whatever. 

The recording instruments indicated 
that the shock this afternoon had 
about the intensity of that on Wed- 
nesday night, and covered practically 
the same area, with the central point 
of the disturbance about 110 miles 
from Panama city. 

The instruments further showed 
that a tremor also occurrea at 5 o'clock 
in the morning, and that in all there 
were about 18 distinct movements. 

Colon Was Shaken. 

Colon, October 4.—An earth shock 
lasting 4 or 5 seconds was felt at 
Colon a few minutes after 5 o'cluck 
The disturbance was 
not nearly as sharp as that on Wed- 
nesday night. The canal officials at 
Gatun report no damage to the canal. 
As in the previous case, residents were 
much alarmed over the tremors. many 
of them seeking safety in the streets. 

The massive walls of the Panama 
built in 1857, 
were cracked in several places as a 
Tesult of the earthquake this after- 
nvon, A concrete building itn the 
course of construction also was dam- 
aged. 


NAPLES AND VICINITY

Naples, October 4.—A strong earth- 
quake shock oecurred here at 7:20 this 
evening.

IMPORTS IN BOND 


BEING TURNED LOOSE 


New York. October 4—New York 
bonded warehouses, jammed to capac- 
ity with imports roughly valued at 
$70,000,000, began taday to disgorge 
themselves as importers released their 
products under the reduced rates of 
the new tariff law. 

The New York customs house open- 
ed sharp at 8 a. m.—an hour before 
the usual time—and with fifteen addi- 
tional clerks pressed tmto service, was 
to remain open till midnight to bandle 
the flood of business. The collector 
of the customs will, however, continue 
to assess duties on the basis of the 
Payne-Aldrichn act, but refunds, where 
necessary, will be made when official 
copies of the new law are received. 

The situation confronting importers 
today was the reverse of what it was 
four years ago when the Payne- 
Aldrich law becomes effective. Then, 
instead of holding go.ds in bond and 
releasing them at reduced rates, steam- 
ships raced to port to be under the 
wire, as it were, with commodities on 
which higher duty was to be charged. 

More than sixty brokers, represent- 
ing several hundred importers, were 
in line whe nthe customs house opened. 

It was estimated that 5.000 separate 
shipments would be withdrawn during 
the day. The average day’s withdraw- 
als are 600. 


STEEL MEN MAY CUT

New York, October 4.—Stcel manu- 
facturers were reported here today to 
be considering a reduction of from $2 
to $3 a ton in the price of their prod- 
ucts to meet the lowering of steel 
duties in effect today in the new tariff 
schedule.

RULES FOR THE MEAT 
AND FOOD IMPORTS 


Washington, October 4.—Secretary 
Houston today promulgated regulations 
governing importation ot meat and food 
products under the new tariff. 7 

The regulations require foreign cec- 
tifications of both ante mortem and 
post mortem inspection in the countries 
where the animals are slaughtered and 
inspected at ports of entry by ents 
of the department of agriculture. igid 
regulations governing tie import» 
even after entry to the United States 
They are pleced under the meat inspec- 
tion act and thus are admitted to fed- 
erally inspected establishments and 
governed by the same inspection sys- 
tem as surrounds meat transported in 
interstate commerce, 

Generally the regulations relate only 
to the meat or meat food products de- 
rived from cattle, sheep, swine ani 
goats. Products from any other ani- 
mals are governed by regulations of 
the food and drugs act. 

If it is found that the inspection of 
meats in any foreign country is not 
adequate and efficient, no meat or meat 
food products may be admitted to the 
United States from that country. 


OIL-BURNING VESSEL

New York, October 4.—The German 
oil-burning vessel Wotan, declared by 
her owners to be the largest screw 
motor tank vessel in the world, com- 
pleted her maiden voyage today when 
she reached Bayonne, N. J., where she 
will take on a cargo of oil for Ger- 
many. The type of engine used by 
the Wotan was the invention of Dr.

One of the most unique and most success- 
ful cases of impersonation in the annals of 
European erlme was that of Arnold du Tilh, 
who is generally referred to as the “False 
Martin Guerre.” It is the story of a stranger, 
relying upon his extraoréinary resemblance 
to an absent man, the fact of which had 
come to his knowledge Dy mere chance, de- 
celving a whole family for years. Brothers 
and sisters, uncles and aunts, cousins and ex- 
friends throughout a wide district, all had 
recognized and readily adopted him as the 
missing man, Martin Guerre. He imposed so 
completely on the wife of Martin Guerre that 
she accepted him as her veritable husband. 
All this grew out of a meeting with cer- 


‘tain comrades of Guerre in the north of 


France,. who, deceived’ by the strange like- 
ness, had at once taken him for the other 
man. ° ris 

Du Tilh then and there conceived the Idea 
of personation-and prepared for it by ob- 
taining all the information he could trom 
these friends of the Guerre family. He seems 
also to have sought out his double and talk- 
ed much with him on the same topics, thus 
gaining an intimate knowledge of many de- 
tails that greatly assisted him in his impos- 
ture, as did also the early adventures of 
Martin Guerre himself. 

This Guerre had been born In the town of 
Artigues, Biscay, and in 1559, when no more 
than eleven he had been married to Ber- 
trande de Rois, of an equally tender age 
This childish couple were possessed of some 
means, and lived together happily for many 
years, and at length a son was born to them, 
christened Sanxi Guerre, About this time 
Martin was guilty of stealing and abscond- 
ed. He wandered to and fro for elght or 
nine years, during which no news was heard 
of him. but he reappeared suddenly [n the 
guise of Arnold du Tilh. The impostor told 
a plausible story. He had taken service with 
the king, and had been engaged almost con- 
tinuously in the wars afoot. and at the peace 
had entered the army of the King of Spain. 
But now he became homesick—he longed to 
see his wife and child, to be among his rela- 
tlves and frtends, and so he had returned to 
Artigues. 

The family accepted him at once because 
there was a remarkable resemblance betweeh 
himself and Guerre. He had deeply informed 
himself on all points of the family history. 
He promptly recognized hia different rela- 
tives, he reminded his wife of so many 
Secrets known to these two alone that all 
doubt was silenced, and du Tilh was put at 
once and firmly into Martin Guerre’s shoes. 
He calmly passed into the life of the house, 
assumed the airs and functions of the mas- 
ter, collected rents, gave receipts, and took 
over all the business obligations of the real 
Martin Guerre.

Professor Elisha Mitchell Lost 
His Life After Ascending to 
the Lofty Peak of Mount 
Mitchell. 


Asheville, N. C. October 4.—(Spe- 
¢lal.)—The highest point of land In the 
United States east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains js a grave. It is the loftiest 
peak of the Blue Ridge mountains, 
near Asheville, and is named Mt. 
Mitchell, in honor of the illustrious 
man who proved its- pre-eminence 
among the lofty peaks of_the east— 
Professor Elisha Mitchell. For this 
honor and a lonely tomb on a rock- 
capped summit 6,711 feet above the 
sea, he paid with his life. 

Born in Washington, Conn., August 
19, 1793, Elisha Mitchell was graduatea 


from Yale in the class of 1813, and was |, 


tutor in the university for several 
years. He later took a course of 
theological studies at Andover, and 
after he had accepted a call to the 
chair of mathematics and natural phi- 
losophy in the University of North 
Carolina in 1817, he was ordained hy 
the presbytery of Hillsborough in 182i, 
Professor Mitchell was transferred to 
the chalr of chemistry, mineralogy and 
geology in 1825. 

-At this time it was generally be- 
leved in western North Carolina that 
Clingman’s peak was the highest point 
of. the Blue Ridge, but after making 
several trips to this section, Professor 
Mitchell became doubtful of this be- 
lief, After measuring several points 
which he believed to be higher, only 
to find that hd was mistaken, he de- 
cided to measure the mountain which 
now bears his name, and on June 27, 
1857, he sighted a compass from that 
point to Clingman’s peak, and found 
that he stood on the highest land.

O. Hardwick, a well-known Atlanta 
business man, Mr. Hardwick jhaving 
married Miss Ida Ruff, who The Con- 
stitution Knew to be the only daugh- 
ter of Colonel Ruff, prominently con- 
nected with the Georgia Military in- 
stitute at Marietta at the outbreak 
of the civil war. His only other child 
was Mr. 8. Z Ruff, a graduate of the 
University of Georgia, and the civil 
engincer who was tn charge of the ex- 
tensive engineering and landscape fea- 
tures of the Ansley Park development, 
and who now lives in Tallahassee, Fla. 

Locates the Papers. 

Mr. Hardwick at once wrote to Dr. 
Brown for further particulars, recetv- 
ing a letter in reply to the effect that 
he (Dr, Brown) had just returned home 
from the Grand Army of the Republic 
reunion at Chattanooga, Tenn. and 
that while there he had met an old 
comrade by the name of Thomas Ever- 
iy, of Holmesville, Ohio, who had told 
him about the Ruff papers, and had 
asked him to assist shim in returning 
the papers to those who would be most 
interested inthem.

IS NEAR AT HAND 


State Board of Entomology 
Tals Georgia Orchard Men 
How to Keep Down the 
Sai Jose Scale. 


It is about spraying time with the 
orchard men of Georgia. Spraying has 
come to be about as important a fea- 
ture of fruit-growing as plowing is of 
farming. 

The first spraying for San Jose scale 
is usually done from the first to the 
middle of November, and the second 
from the first to the 15th of February, 


In weil conducted orchards, where the 
scale has shown any sign of acquir- 
ing. a foothold, two sprayings are made 
®ach season, thoug in many cases 
orebard men spray only one time, us- 
ually just before the buds begin to 
appear on the trees. The double spray- 
ing, however, has been found both 
advantageous and profitable, says the 
state Gepartment of entomology, in 
that it practically rids the orchard of 
the insect so far as any damage is 
concerned during the fruit season. 
The San. Jose scale was first dis- 
covered in this country in San Jose, 
early seventies, That 
got its name. It was 
brought to this country either from 
Japan or China. It spread rapidly 
trom Califormia and by 1887 ‘reached 
New Jersey. In ten years more it 
nad gotten. a foothold in practically 
all of the fruit growing states. and 
since its introduction into Georgia 
in 1889. it has spread to more than 
160 counties. 
Work of the Seale.~ 
This pest is a small insect which 
covers itself with a waxy scale under 
which it lives. It attacks all parts of 
the tree—trunk. stem, leaves and 
The trees are injured by the 
extraction of the plant juices and 
by poisening of the sa pthrough the 
Ppunctures mada by the Insect.

ber of instances were eminently satis- 
factory, 


The Best Remedy. 

When everything is said, there is no 
doubt about the fact that the best re- 
sults have been attained by the use of 
the home-made lime sulphur solution. 
This {s made of 21 pounds of stone 
lime, 18 pounds of flour of sulphur and 
$0 gallons of water. To prepare, mix 
the sulphur into a paste with a small 
amount of hot water, then add fifteen 
or twenty gallons of_hot water, Stir 
until the sulphur is well mixed. and 
then add the iime. Boil vigorously for 
forty-five minutes. To secure the dirty 
greenish-yellow color, which the solu- 
tion will have when properly boiled, 
may take longer or less time, depend- 
ing on how it is cooked.

It is considered far better in most cases 
to postpone spraying until the trees are 
dormant, then apply the strong Mme- 
sulphur solution, which will give ef- 
fective results. 

For small orchards the ordinary bar- 
rel outfit with one or two leads of hose 
and good nozzles, should be employed: 
but in large orchards it is essential to 
use power outfits. It is extremely im- 
portant to apply poisons with force, if 
good results are to be obtained.

And unless the national commission 
takes up the matter and disposes of 
it with intelligence and covrage, this 
festering sore will soon or late sound 
the death knell of the world's series 
forever and inflict an irreparable in- 
Jury to professional baseball. It Is 
impossible to escape that position and 
be honest at the same time. 

The reason is very simple. Base- 
ball is at once the most democratic, 
intense and earnest sport known to 
mortal man. The baseball “fan” is 
the most unreasonable, blased and prej- 
udiced partisan in the world. 

Under the strain of tremendous ex- 
eitement he will say and do things that 
are positively cruel. 

But the .well balanced ball players 
and the sensible umpires, have long 
ago learned that down in the bottom 
of his heart he is for fair-play and 
& square deal and that he does not 
really mean a lot thet he says in biting 
satire. Hence the players do not get 
back at him, 
unbearable.

POSTMASTER JONES 


Every Traveling Man Urged 
to Support Atlanta Post- 
master in His Move for De- 
livery of Mail on Sunday. 


Postmaster Bolling H. Jones 1s de- 
Serving of the support of every travel- 
ing man in the city and state in_his 
ene for the delivery of mall on Sun- 

ays. 

3 each traveling salesman knows to 
his sorrow it is now impossible for 
him to get his mali on Sundays at all, 
unless le has !t sent with a special 
delivery stamp. The closing of the de- 
livery windows on Sundays has not re- 
sulted In any appreciable saving of 
work for the postoffice employees, and 
it has resulted in a vast amount of 
delay and inconvenience for the travel- 
ing public. The public has learned that 
it can have letters delivered on Sun- 
day !f a special delivery stamp is af- 
fixed. This means that an extra force 
of special delivery messengers has to 
be employed on Sundays and that the 
public {ts paying 10 cents for a service 
which they get during the week for 
2 cents. 

Besides this elde of the matter, the 
work which is forced on tho de- 
men on Mondays more than off- 
the relief that is gotten on Sun- 
days. J: is not proposed to have a reg- 
ular delivery every Sunday, but simply 
that a window be open In the postoffice 
for mail delivery each Sunday morn- 
ing for a period of one hour. This 
would enable those who had to have 
thelr mail to get it, and would reduce 
the work of the employees, instead of 
increasing it. It would do away with 
the necessity of the employment of so 
many special delivery messengers on 
Sundays and would prove a blessing 
and a relief all around. 

Postmaster Jones has taken a correct 
view of this matter, and in his stand 
for mall dellvery of one hour on Sun- 
day mornings he fs actuated by only 
the best and most humanitarian mo- 
tives.

G. O. P, Candidate in Massa- 
chusetts Rejects Platform 
Offered Him and Will Run 
on One of His Own. - 


Boston, October 4.—Congressman Au- 
wustus P, Gardner, who had before 
repudiated the state committee, declar- 
ed at the end of a sharp fight in the | 
republican state convention today that 
he would run on a platform of his own. 
He would fulfill, he said, his promises 
lo the 46,000 people who chose him at 


the primaries, despite his obligation to! 


the party as represented by the ma- 


jority of delegates present. | 


This new turn in the political situa- 
lion followed the defeat of the candi- 
date in four successive attempts to 
amend the resolutions so as.to make 
the platform square with his asser- 
tions on the stump. 

When the fight was ended Mr, Gard- 
ner figuratively tore up his prepared 
speech of acceptance and substituted a 
three-minute talk on “Progressive Re- 
publicanism.” 

Set Speech Unelenn. 

He explained that as the four cardin- 

“i points in his address had been re- 


jected, his set speech was useless. 
In his speech he sald: 
“I am not unmindful of the duty 


which I owe to the other candidates or 
the duty I owe to this convention, but 
there are omitted from this platform 
four of the principal issues on which 


il have been waging my campaign. Now, | 


I know that my duty to the other can- 
fildates conflicts with my duty to the 
48,000 people, or whatever the number 
was, who nominated me I went 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this commonwealth and I advocated 
real restriction of immigration. I ad- 
yocated a minimum wake for women. 
I advocated the use of the state credit 
to assist suburban homeseekers and 
relieve the congestioh in the cities. I 
advocated the compulsory publicity of 
the facts in important labor disputes 
and to all these things I am committed, 
gentlemen, and 1 cannot consent to go 
before the people of this commonwealth, 
and take one position before I am nom- 
{inated and another position after Il am 
nominated. 

“IT was asked what I would do if 
this committee on resolutions did not 
put those planks in the platform. 

“I said I would make my own plat- 
form and would run on that—because 
il can’t do anything else, gentlemen. 
These 46,000 people voted for me on the 
supposition that 1 meant what I said, 
and I am not going to make any 
change.” 


G. O. FP. Must Be Liberal. 


“If the republican party stands for 
liberalisrn and progressiveness it will 
win, and the progressives will go into 
oblivion. But if the party becomes 
stagnant the progressives are bound to 
succeed, |If the party cannot liberalize 
itself I gahall leave public life bute I 
shall leave it as a republican for I 
have no sympathy for those who have 
fed at our board and are now howling 
at the heels of wounded greatness.” 

One of Gardner’s rejected planks was 
his suggestion to extend the proposed 
minimum wage system to women and 
to enlarge the powers of the minimum 
wage commission. 

The conimittee’s immigration plank 
was: 

“We believe, that some system should 
be devised whereby undesirable al- 
liens should be entirely excluded and 
that desirable aliens should be more 
carefully distributed throughout. the 
country.” 

Congressman Gardner favored a di- 
rect declaration in favor of restric- 
tion. 

The convention also rejected Gard- 
ner's amendment to the committee 
plank favoring the establishment of a 
minimum wage system. Gardner wished 
to extend the system to women and 
to enlarge the powers of the minimum 
wage eommission. Two other planks 
offered by Congressman Gardner were 
rejected by the convention.

In Twenty-One Meetings 


New York, October 4,—Twenty-one 
times have the pennant winners of 
the country fought for the world's 
championship on the diamond. 

The world’s series will pass its 
twenty-ninth birthday, however, with 
the forthcoming contest between the 
Giants and Athletics. It first came 
into being in New York in 1884, when 
Providence, winner of the National 
League pennant. crossed bats with the 
victorrous Metropolitans—New York's 
standard bearers—of the old American 
association. There were lapses in 1891 
and 1893 and a big gap from 1898 to 
1902, inclusive, and stil) another lapse 
in 1904 when no games were played, 
but from 1884 to the present, barring 
these intermissions, the post-season 
fight for the apex of the baseball 
world has been an established custom. 

The flag has flown in ten states 
during this short generation. Once 
it strayed west of the Mississippi river 
and breezed from a flagstaff in the 
St. Louis park of the American asso- 
ciation. This was in 1886, twenty- 
seven years ago. It stayed there but 
one season, came back to Detroit and 
never since has crossed the Father of 
Waters, 


A flag without a home, it has floated 
over eleven cities. Providence, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Detroit, New York, 
Louisville, Boston, Cleveland, Balti- 
more Pittsburg and Pnhiladelphia—an 
have sent forth, from time to time, 
elubs that have fought victorious bat- 
tles for the trophy. One hundred and 
thirty-four games have stamped these 
teams in various years premier base- 
ball players of the world in no uncer- 
tain brand. Nearly three-fourths of 
the games have gone to the winners, 
although of recent years the contests 
have been closer than they were in 
the pabyhooa of tne fight. 

Ninety-seven of the 134 games have 
been won -by the teams which cap- 
tured the flag. Thirty-seven have gone 
to the losers. Fifteen times a National 
League club has won the flag; once 
the old American association captured 
it; five times it has floated over an 
American League park.

Two, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, have been 
champions twice, Baltimore In 1896 
and 1897 and Philadelphia in 1910 and 
1911. Three times the flag has float- 
ed over a Boston park, in 1892, 1903 
and 1913. New York. and Chicago have 
each had it four times, the former in 
1888, 1889, 1894 and 1905; the lat- 
ter In 1885, 1906, 1907 and 1908.

Money Rates Easier Than a 
Few Weeks Ago — Cotton 
Continues to Advance—Fig- 
ures on the Federal Income 
Tax and Other News. 


New York. October 4.—(Special.)—Stocks 
Prices were weak a5 a whole through the 
last week, with a few holding firm and one 
jor two securities working higher in the 
period as a whole. The main cause of 
weakness was the fact that many of the 
leading professional traders had turned bear- 
ish rather than as @ result of any new 
unfavorable developments save that the 
Balkan difficulties are known to be @ 
gource of worry 3 tinanciers abroad. The 
October 1 disbursements of a little over $50,- 
000,000 were made without difficulty and 
money conditions are far more favorable 
than is usual at this time of year. A little 
‘strength was shown in brief periods as a re- 
sult of either better support or on covering 
by shorts who were content with the profits 
they had made. Nearly every rally was 
followed by further reactions, and the aver- 
age prices of leading stocks towards the end 
of the week were lower than at the end of 
}last week. Diseppointment at the long de- 
jay in the Union Pacific disbursements, al- 
though there are few who are not prace 
tieally convinced that they are coming 
sooner or later, was the cause of a big drop 
in that issue earlier in the week, though it 
was partly recovered later. Pressure on 
Steel common was noticeable after it was 
certain that the steel tariff schedule was 
to go through, as it is the opinion of Wall 
strect that the big concern will be rather 
severely hit by the new 1aws, Bears made 
an argument out of the completion of work 
on the tariff, although it h been supposed 
that all of its unfivorable possibilities had 
i been discounted, The favorable develo; 
ments of the week seemed largely overlook- 
ed, with sentiment predominatingly bearish. 
Several Important railroads. however, made 
rather disappointing statements of earnings. 
The investment demand has been fair, and 
in fact, considerabiy better than speculative 
buying has been. New subscriptions on new 
financing have been \arge, showing that ther 
are plenty of funds available for attractive 
investment offerings. 


Low Rates Easier. 


Money rates are easier than a few weeks 
ago, with call loans made at as low as 2% 
per cent in the week just closing. : Time 
joans were also a@ little easier, though the 
demand was not heavy enough to test the 
loaning market sufficiently to show if there 
were large sums available for loans at the 
‘low rates which have prevailed. Towards 
the end of the week money was a little 
firmer than at the beginning. German bank- 
ers who tried to borrow here found that 
they were unable ta come to terms as to, 
repayment, and so failed to get funds badly’ 
‘needed for the October 1 settlements, which 
were weathered all right, however. This 
did not signify any tightness of money here, 
however, but rather the lack of an under- 
standing, for exports of gold to Canada were 
made at the same time that the Germans 
were being refused. As far as can be fore- 
told, in spite of the apparent poor condition 
of New York banks for financing the rest 
of the crop moving, money will not be tight 
here. The increasing government loans to 
banks has already relieved the first signs 
of stress which had appeared, and it ts 
thought that with the loans already placed 
and with those of the government still to 
come that the country banks will not draw 
|much heavler on the banks here, There 
are no prospects now that gold will be with- 
drawn from Europe for a few weeks at 
least, although only a few days ago such 
had been expected. 

Government deposits of money in country 
banks for the purpose of moving the crops 
have totaled over $25.000.000 to date. The 
last official report showed that $24,169,000 
had been deposited to September 25, and !t 
is known that this has been increased since 
that date. There ts still nearly $25,000,000 
io be put into crop moving under the offer 
of $50,000,900 by the secretary of the treas- 
ury for that purpose. The south is thought 
to have received about all that it is to re- 
celye, with deposits now going on in the 
jcentral west. Considerable comment has 
been awakened by the fact that the District

Union Pacific “Melon Cutting.” 


While Wall street is still walting for 
definite word regarding the Union Pacific 
‘distribution of purt of its surplus, especti-

ceived from the sale of Southera Pacific 
stock, it is regarded nearly everywhere as 
a foregone conclusion that there is to be 
some Kind of a disbursement. It {ts not 
Known even when this ts to take place. The 
rumors at present are to the effect that 
there will be cash for each share and in 
addition that the $43000,000 Baittmore and 
Onio shares of stock received in exchange 
for $38,000,000 Southern Pacitic stock in a 
deal with the Pennsylvania railroad are to 
be divided pro rita among Union Pacific 
shareholders. Union Pacific has held part of 
[its strength even through reactionary mar- 
| kets on this belief of its possibilittes in the 
!iine of "melon cutting.” 
| While Rock Island railroad shares have 
jocen very weak for several weeks, largely

as a result of rumors of financial trou- 
bles, the story that the Chicago Rock 
|Island and Pacific railway, the operating 
‘company, would soon be thrown into the 
hands of a receiver has not been generally 
believed. A director of the rallway states 
| that there Is not any chance that the rail- 
way wiil fall behind in earnings or thet 
lit will fail to pay its dividends to the rail- 
‘road, the holding company. The earnings 
have been moderately above the 5 per cent 
dividends paid on the $75,000.000 stock of 
the railway so far in the present fiscal 
year. 

Pennsylvania R. KR. to Sell Holdings. 


The plans of the Pennsylvania railroad 
to sell its anthracite coal holdings have 
been followed by rumors that they were to 
be purchased by the Reading system. which 
the government contends already has prac- 
ticaly a monopoly in coal, While denials 
have been made that such an intention ex- 
ists, the rumor has persisted. The Penn- 
sylvania’s next steps in getting rid of all 
properties which are not connected directly 
with railroading {!s expected to be the sale 
‘ef the $22,000,000 Cambria Steel stock. 
‘Later. it Is expected that the holdings in 
the Pennsylvania and Maryland Steel com- 
panies will be ‘disposed of, and that within 
a few years, If advantageous markets are 
found, that all other outside property hold- 
ings are io pass from the control of the 
company. It ts sald that the management 
of the road foresees the time when legislation 
will frown upon all holdings of properties 
not directly connected with the road Itself 
save those of natural subsidiaries or parts 
of the main system. The-sale of the Sus- 
quehanna coal stock is to be made in the 
near future, but the exact date and the 
nature of the transaction are not known 
yet. It is sald. that the department of 
‘justice at Washington has requested the 
management of the road that the control of 
the road's coal noldings be passed to others 
than Individuals in order that there be 
complete segregation. As the Pennsylvania 
was not under government fire or suit in 
making this voluntary move to get rid of its 
coal holdings, it is doubted if such a requeat 
'was made by the attorney general or his 
staff, although they must be interested in 
the outcome of the plan which the road is 
to present to soo aniteresved in the securi- 
les to he disposed of. 
‘ Reports that the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company would soon issue a large 
block of the $160,000,000 mortgage bonds 
upproved by the public service commission 
have been partly confirmed, although no 
definite announcement has been made. The 
report stated that there would be $30,000,000 
more of them sold at 98 or 99. It is ad- 
mitted that bankers interested in the pro-

Cotton Highest in Two Years. 


Grain markets during the last week have 
not had specia! feature tn regard to price 
movements, with values for both wheat and 
corn working a little easier as a whole, 
mostly as a result of heavy receipts. Th 
tendency is to hold off trading until fur- 
ther government figures of condition and 
probable yield are available.

New York, October 4—The next three 
weeks will witness the making of 
ecclesiastical history here by the tri- 
ennial general convention of the Epis- 
ecopal church. Beginning Wednesday, 
October §, 116 bishops, 305 clerical and 
305 lay delegates will meet at the cal 
thedral of St. John the Divine to hold 
daily sessions until October 24. The 
bishops will constitute the house of 
; bishops and the 610 clergymen and 
; laymen will sit in the house of depu- 
| ties. These two bodies will discuss 
amendments to the church constitution 
and their debates will bring to a head 


church for many years. 

No provision has been made for pre- 
,Senting to the convention the question 
of changing the corporate name of the 
denomination. Churchmen and laymen 
of high church tendencies have con- 
tended that the present name—“The 
Protestant Episcopal Church in_ the 
United States of America and its TNibu- 
taries Beyond the Seas’’—is cumber- 
some and not properly descriptive. 
They have suggested instead the name 

Delegates already have expressed 
“American Catholic church.” 
the opinion, however, that the election 
}of delegates by the various dioceses 
{showed that the low church party was 
in the majority and that those who 
favored another name did not wish to 
risk defeat at this convention. 


Divorce and Remarriage. 


The question of the remarriage of 
divorced persons may be forced upon 
the convention by individual delegates, 
but no provision has been made for its 
formal presentation. For several 
years @ sentiment has existed in favor 
of changing the constitution so that, 
Episcopal clergymen may be permitted | 
to perform the marriage ceremony for 
{the innocent party to a divorcee. At 
present the church does not sanction | 
the remarriage of divorced persons. 

The relative strength oF the high and 
low church sentiment may be tested on!

; deputies elects its presiding officer. 
j The two leading candidates are the 
Rev. William F. Manning, 
Trinity church, New York, 
Rev. Alexander Mann, D. D., of Trinity 
church, Boston.

The convention will receive a report 
favoring a change in the method of 
representation in the house of deputies, | 
At present each diocese, irrespective of;

delegates. | 

It is proposed to leave the total num- 
ber of delegates unchanged, but to re- 
upportion the voting strength so that , 
instead of each delegate having one j 
yote, voting power shall be based on a 
fractional system depending on the 
number of communicants in each dio- 
cese. The _ dioceses of Washington, 
svuthern Virginia and Maryland lead 
the movement. 


Special Diocese Proposed. 


A committee appointed at the last 
general convention in Cincinnati will } 
recommend that a special diocese be 
constituted embracinig the regular | 
army posts and the naval reservations } 
and the vessels of the navy.
